Qur New Directory.

The New York City Directory, for the year
ending May 1, 1871, is just out, and contains
about 15,000 more names than the one for the
preceding year did. We number 200 more
Smiths this year than we did last, and about
1800 altogether. The Greens amount to abont
900, and the Joneses to 630, The Roblusons
have come down to a mean 230. In this year's
directory, uncommon names are rather com-
mon, if I may use such a paradox.

Dickens’ Denth In New York.
The death of Charles Dickens has been made

in New York the occasion of a great deal of
efllorescence in the pulpit and in the news-
papers. Mr, Beecher and Mr. Frothingham, in
using his death as a text, have met the demands
of a good many members of their congregations,
to whom the future of the great novelist waz a
grateful theme for speculation. The news-
papers have made it the subject-matter of epi-
grammatic editorialg, and plenty of business men
have had the vile taste to ring In a bad joke in
the advertising columus, at the expense of the
dead man and for the advancement of their own
interests. For my own part 1 think that the
condition of mind which refuses to dwell upon
the subject at all, and that which presumes to
preseribe  the precise position to which
that departed genins was assigned in the
gpiritual world, are equally in the wrong. Itis
in human pature to take a profound interest in
interests which lie beyond this life, particularly
when those intcrests involve the well-being or
ill-being of one who has endeared himself so
vastly to humanity at large. Several millions of
human beings received the news of the death
of Charles Dickens with the emotions of sorrow
at the lcss of a personal friend, and it is im-
possible, therefore, that the remarks in refer-
ence to his spiritual future of men who are at
once good Christians and original thinkers
should be read without feelings of the keenest
concern, Nevertheless theattributes upon which
the expressed hopes of his future happiness are
founc | musk seem puerile and illogical to any-
one v L0 is industrious or bold enough to think
for himself. These attributes—such asa love
for humanity, charity for its weaknesses, the
love of purity, truth, and beanty—are far from
being exclusively characteristic of Charistianity.
Jews and Mahometans show them to some ex-
tent, and the present aspect of the New York
pulpit on the question has a tendensy to
prove how “‘unsound” that pulpit is on matters
of orthodoxy.

“Beethoven” Jubllee was conducted. Such a
first-clasa fizzle has never been seen in this city.
